© Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles and the 
People of Iſrael, were gathered together, for to do 
© whatſoever thy Hand and thy Counſel determined be- 
© fore to ve done. | 

Reply. Peter doth not here fay, what thy Hand 
and thy Counſel determined from Eternity to be done + 
Therefore this will not prove it, (for that was 
the Subject my Queries were grounded upon) nei- 
ther will any other Text of Scripture; and l ſup- 
poſe he will not preſume to ſay, it was Revealed 


to him; and his bare Say-tv, is no Proof: There- 


fore let it reſt vpon him as a Falſity. For no- 
thing can be believed, that contradicts the Juſtice, 
Mercy, Love, Holineſs, Truth, and Purity of God, 
who is Equal in all his Ways; whoſe Mercy is 
more extended to Mankind, than to puniſh them 
for that which they could no way avoid. And if 
God decreed it, as my Opponent dath poſitively 
afirm, in the zoth Page of his Book, viz. God 
from ai Eternity did freely and unchangeably Ordain 
what ſee ver comes to e (Here's not a word of 
permit.) How could it be otherwiſe ? I ſuppoſe he 
has placed the word Permit here, to ſoften it: 
But the vaſt difference of the Words wil! not ſuf- 
fer a Coherence. For if it be decreed, it is al- 
ready done; and it would be Nonſenſe to give 
Leave for the doing of a thing, that is already 
done, which the word, Permit, doth imply. | 
So, Reader, take notice how, by this Doctrine, 
God is preſented as Author of Adam's Sin; aud 
not only ſo, but all the Sin that iſſued from it. 
And alſo, as if theſe Abſurdities were not enough 
ia this Anſwer, he proceeds farther, contradict -

Firſt, Nothing can be believed, that 
contradicts the Juſtice, Mercy, Love, Truth, and 
Purity of God. Secondly, Neither will the Scrip- 
core afford him any Proof. And thus ſaying, 
doth coatradict all the Attributes we can give to 
God, that he hath decreed te permit Adam's Sing 
and all the Sin that iſſued from it: Therefore do 
deny the Psiition. For if God had from Erernity 
decreed, that Man ſhould fin, he would not have 
given him ſuch a politive Command, as ia Ger.

God here de- 
clares his Mind to Adam, what he might do, and 
what he muſt not do, and what would follow it 
he diſobeyed God's Command: All which im- 
plies, God did not decree Adam's Sin; 21d how 
much leſs all the Sin that iſſued from it? Aad 
whilſt Man gbode in that State of lanocence, in 
which God created him, and obeyed his Com- 


mand, he was in Favour with God in Paradiſe ;_ 


and ſuch was the Rejoycing, and the Pleaſantneſs 
of this Harmony, that the ing Stars ſang. toge-

All was very good ; God was fatisfied with all 
the Works of his Hands: And how much more 
Man, whom he created in his own Image, the 
nobleſt part of his Creation? This was 'be- 
fore Sin entred, or Death had dominion ; and 
where there was no Sin, there was no need of a 
Sacrifice for din: But after Man had ſinned, God 
in great Compaſſion to the Sons and Daughters 
of Men, found out a way to reſtore fallen Man 
unto favour” with God again. Now Chriſt Jeſus 
is promiſed by the Name of the Seed of ihe Wo- 
man, that ſhowld hruiſe the Serpent's Head, to ſatisfie 
Divine Juſtice for the Sltis of Mankind, Ge.

_ Reply. His fallacions Sylogiſm will not hold : 
It Sin be the Conſequent, which he hath poſitive-

Wherefore had Cain a Day of Viſitation 
given him, wherein God afforded to him the 
Means of Salvation, and a mutual Capacity to 
make uſe of theſe in order o Salvation, as he 
hath already granted he had, if it was not to 
enable him to do well, and obtain acceptance with 
God ? And yet ſaith, How abſurd world ſuch an 
Inference be? When the Apoſtle faith, The Grace 


of God, which brings Salvation, hath appeared to all

the Means of Salvation: There Grace is this 


Means, &c. And therefore Cain had the Grace 


of God in him, to enable him to do well.

fold bis Birth-right : For ye know how that afterward, 


| when be would have inherited the Bleſſing, he was re- 
jected, for he found no place of Repentance, though be 
{ought it carefully and with tears. All which do im- 
ply, he was not rejected by an Eternal Decree, 
as we may underſtand by the foregoing Text of 
Scripture, where he lays the ſtreſs of Eſaus be- 
ing rejected. But I ſhall have occaſion to handle

preſſion, being there were Seven Plagues of E- 
gyyt poured forth ? So, undoubtedly, God in his 
Juſtice might ſooner have cut Pharach off; yet 
the Lord was pleaſed to deter his Puniſhmear, 
that his Name might be declared throughout the Earth. 
And it's no Aouſe of the Text, that Pharack's 
Oppreſlion was the Caufe, that (as the Hebrew 
hath it) he was made to ſtand: For that very 
Speech, in Contempt of the Lord (which Lmen- 
zioned in my Query) Who ig the Lord, that I hoid 
obey bis Voice," to let Iſracl go? I know not the Lord, 

either will I let 1/rael go; was enough to cauſe 
the Lord to harden Pharaolss Heart : For it was

But God faid, after all this, 
For this Cauſe have I raiſed thee up; as if he had 
Haid, as a Monument of my Diſpleaſure.
